DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "forming a core conductive layer on the seed layer, the core 
conductive layer substantially of one or more of aluminum, solver or gold" in lines 6-7. 
However, the claim contains improper Markush grouping of claims. See MPEP § 2173.05 (h). 

The claim limitation can be recited as - forming a core conductive layer on the seed 
layer, the core conductive layer substantially consisting one or more of aluminum, solver or 
gold--. 

Applicant also advised to make proper changes throughout the claims including the 
withdrawn claims. Appropriate correction is required.
